These figures were gleaned from 
the reports made by crop observ­ 
ers in every county in the state, 
and by observations made by Mr. 
J ustin and his staff in trips over 
the state. They are 
based 
on 
conditions which prevailed Oct.. 
I. when much of the 
Hoosier 
corn crop was bey ond frost dam­ 
age. The total production this 
y ear is 51 per cent more than in 
1934, this preliminary 
estimate 
indicates. 
Yields of oats were 
reported 
still lower than last month, the 
estimate for the state indicating 
only 26 bushels per acre for an 
estimated production of 42,120,- 
000 bushels. Stocks of oats 
on 
farms were estimated to be 30,- 
748.000 against a figure of 
15,- 
309.000 bushels a y ear ago. With 
corn scarce and high in 
price, 
feeding of oats has been liberal. 
Stocks of wheat on farms Oct. 
1 were estimated to be 11',962,OOO 
bushels against last y ear’s esti­

Potatoes are not y ielding as 
well as was ex pected earlier in 
the season, harvesting of 
the
